War Summary

FRANCE 

The British gunlmaU 1ih\c been shelling Wesleiulr hul the 
<Miiount of damage cannot be ascertained. Near ^ près the British 
have been holding iheir own against ail German attacks. In the 
region of La Bassee the advanced positions gained some lime agn 
are still held and are being strengthened to withstand German at- 
tempts to recapture them. In the Argonne the French have been 
successful in holding advanced positions near Vaucjuois. In I hani- 
pagne severe fighting has taken place near Le Mesnil. Vhe fighting 
still continues in the Vosges. 

RU5SIA 

The fighting in the forest of Auguslowo continues and north of 
Przansysi the Russians are on the offensive. The German advance 
has not achie\ed any successes of an> importance as .\cl and will 
probably not be continued long. South of the Vistula there has 
been no change in the situation. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 

The Austro-German forces are again making a strong effort to 
relieve Phzemysl, but this movement, near Stanislau, has proved a 
complete failure. In the vicinity of Stuben, near the Ujok Pass, the 
t^o armies are at present fighting and the success of (he Austrian 
advance depends on the outcome of this fight. 

TURKEY 

The fall of Smyrna is predicted to take place before the end of 
the week. The enemy's fortifications around lire Dardanelles arc 
being attacked both from the Gull of Saros and the strait itself. 
Massacres of Christians, especially Greeks, are reported from sev- 
eral points. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

The sinking of the German cruiser Dresden by H.M.S. Glas- 
gow, M.M.S. Kent and the auxiliary cruiser Orama is reported by 
the Admiralty. In the Persian Gulf the British forces have been en- 
tirely successful against the 7 urks.
